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The Dividing Line Between **Demos=
orncy” and Repubhicanism,.
Berorx the war, the Demooratio party managad
to maintain almost uuinterrupted oontrol of
tho Government, throngh ita alliance with the
glave power, Bo long as it could maintain ita
bold wpon the slaveholding aristoorasy of the
BSouth, it oared but little for the publio senti-
ment of the North. From pointto point it
followed the wild lead of ita fanatioal pro-
plavery leaders, losing State aftor State by the
way, until in 1800 it lost control of the Gov-
ernment, The Rebellion which followed was
& rebelliom of the leaders of the Demovratio

party.

The history of the Democratio party, ns an
organization, from the breaking ont of the
war down to the present time, has been the
history of a series of efforts looking to the
great end of renewing its old allinnoe with the
aristooratio element of the South, During the
war il opposed all vigorous and decisive mea-
sures for the suppression of the Rebellion, and
maintained a constant bond of sympathy and
union with the armed traitors who were seek-
ing the nation's life, looking to political action
with them in the future. It opposed the
abolition of slavery, because that measure
wonld not only tend to diminish the power of
the Rebels at the time, but also to weaken
their power of assoviation in the future.

When the war was over the Democratic
party urged the immediate admission into the
Union of the Rebel States, with their traitorons
and unconstitutional State organizations; not
booanse it was anxions fomthe retstablishmeny
of the Union, but beoause such a procedure
would restore the Southern oligarchy to fall
power in each of the Southern States, and
would pave the way for the renewal of the old
politioal alliance through which it had pre-
viously ruled the conutry. So throughont
this whole fight npon reconstruction, the De-
mooratio party has steadily contended for such
terms as should recoguize and establish a
Southern oligarchy, All ita declamation about |
the *‘rights'’ of the South has simply meant |
the exolusive privileges of its proposed |

oligarchy. An oligarchy, by its very nature,
is bound together in an unity of interests. It
is a close corporation. To maintain Its status,
it must aot in concert. The possession of ex- |
olusive privileges becomes its bond of connso- |
tion. The oligarchy whioh the Democratio party
is endeavoring Lo establish at the South, is to b |
founded upon the exclusive possession of po-
litical power in the Rebel States. This will |
constitute a bond of union almost as firm as |
that formerly made by slavery. With this
Bouthern oligarchy, wielding the tremendons |
power of Biates in the Usion, the Democratio
party expects to form a political partnership,
like thatof old between itsell and the slave
power, and thus to regain control of the Gov-
ernment. All of its effortsa tend to this con-
summation, It ocares nothing for principle,
nothing for justice to those whom the unation
has emancipated, nothing for the permanent |
peace and stability of the country—its only
ambition is to get power through an oligarchy
whose very existence would be a perpetual 1
anomaly and disgrace to our free institutions. |
Henoe the resistance of the Demooratic party |
to the Republican plan of reconstruotion. That l
|

plan is founded upon the essential Amerioan
principle of equal rights. Under it the
South is dsily Dbeing reconstructed
after the model of free republicsn States,
in which oligarchical rule is impossible, If
that plan shall succeed, the Democratic party
will have to enter the fleld at the South on |
equal terms with all other political organiza- |
tions. It will possess no special advantages |
over other parties, It will find no compaot
and thorough organization, bound together by
oxolusive class interests, with whioh it can
afiiliate, and through which it can climb Into
power. It will have to depend alone upon the
power of the prineiples it shall advocate and
upon the record it has wade in the past.

Every day is bringing out more distinctly
the features of this last great contest between
the principles of aristooracy and republican-
ism in our country. The Demoeratio party is |
laboring to reconstruct the South upon the [
basis of oligarchy; the Republican party, upon |
that of troe democracy. The success of the
Demooratio party involves the disfranchise-
ment of large masses of citizens, and the con-
centration of all political power in the hands
of the few. It means the trinmph of aristo-
oracy and the overthrow of republicanism in
all the Rebel States. [t means the oreation of |
& political balance of power in the nation to !
be wielded by a few hundred Southern legd-
ers, which shall dictate terms to the whole
people, It means a repetition of the old con- |
fliots which agitated the country when this
same oligarchy, bound together thenoe by
slavery, had possession of the Government.

These are the aspects of the great conlest of
the next Presidentinl campalgn, which is
already loowing up in the politicsl korizon,
It is the same guestion, at bottom, whioh has
agitated the country for the lust thirty years,
It is the old “‘irzepressible centlict,'” only ina
now phase. Upon its gettlement will depend

Wrdoubt not that the reports of the Ssoretary
of the Treasury, Commissloner of Internal
Revenne, Controller of the Currency, and

R, J. Walker's project of gold-interest bonds
to be sold abroad at par, together with pana-
ceas of all sorts to oure financial disense
the existence of which we begin to doubt.

If & merchant with ample means had been
foroed, iy clrcumetlances of an extraordinary
character, into a suspsnsion, and had laid
before his creditors a ecareful exhibit of hisy
liabilities- and assets, showing conclusively his
really solvent condition, depeuding upon time
and careful handling to realize dollar for dol-
lar to each and every creditor, asking only a
needed extension, what wonld be thought of
that oreditor who should proposs an imme-
diate conversion of the debtor’s assets, ata
loss of fifty per cent. to every oreditor, leaving
the debtor in a condition almost beyond hops,
when, by granting the asked-for extension, no
oreditor would be embarrassed, nor any one
of their mumber suffer so much as by imme-
diate conversion of the assets ?

Carefud handling of what we have gotis all that
the people ask at this time. They do not de-
gire that Uncle Sam shall convert his asaets
foto ench at the risk of losing his income. Ha
now has rents and interssts coming in. He
might part with the priscipal at & hoeavy
sacrifice for gold, but his dividends, interests,
and rents are surely and safely lifuiog Lim out
of his “difficulty.” All he has got to do is to
curtail his expenditures to the closest limit of his
needed busgivess operations. Meantime, his
cotton lands, his grain flelds, his gold, silver,
copper, lead, coal, and iron mines are yislding
large returns every year, and will surely aid
bhim in the payment of his dabts, provided
he is mot persmaded to deal too largely
at those FEopglish, TFrench, and German
States, which are filled with such sightly
merchandise.

He has now a good deal of paper out, besides
his endorsements for the National Banks,

It follows, therefore, that United States and
National Banks should have the Kind indnl-

Besides, they caun’t very weall
use their money to any betler advaotage than
by letting the debt remain at interest, becnnse
they are well aware of their deb'or's posses-
slons and the vigor with which he pushes what.
ever he undertales, and, therefors, rest satisfied
with the security.

Some of his sons are rather too talka-
tive—those of them that were not brought up
to business—and have created a little nervous-
about his intentions, but mno one
who knows the sturdy character of the mer-
chant has a donbt about his word.

On the whole, we think the prospect is very
cheery. His Seoretary is pretty careful—some
notions of oconverting mines and
flelds into movable property—bat, in the
main, & pretty good manager. With taot and
